Years ten thousand million and more ago 
Strange phenomenon BIG BANG, couldn't forgo. 
From dust and gas gushing, whirling emerged 
Discs of dust-gas cloud and from one disc forged 
Solar system some million five thousand 

And more years ago; formation hastened 

Of Barth from Solar Nebula gases 

Hydrogen and helium; cloud condenses; 

That started once, there was balance between inward 
Material accumulation and outward 

Movement of gas and dust, materials- 

Raw of the planets; the materials 

That were destined inward became the Sun 


Physicochemical forces’ action 

Played well in first stage 'f clouds' evolution 
Atoms, molecules, small particles none 

Of them were still, all continually 

Came into contact as they finally 

Swirled around, forming ever larger lumps 
Called Planetesimals; and further bumps 
Made them big enough for the gravity 

Play part significant intensity 

In their interactions with each other! 


(Computer modeling method hither 
Showed: once a certain density had formed 
Of Planetesimals, small groups tended 

To clump with other groups to form layer 
Bodies, and as result of the merger 

Came three to five bodies of about same 
Size and orbit spacing in the way same 

As the Mercury, Venus, Earth and Mars!) 


Back, four thousand five hundred million years, 
As earth evolved, bombardment continued 
Though impacts few; embryo planets moved 
Around Sun, in orbits in company 

With the smaller bodies many and many. 
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As they continued to collide, smaller 
Ones fragmented, until it held fewer 
Smaller bodies around the space of each 
Growing planet; once barren regions such 
Existed, impacts soon became rarer 

And involved relative small lumps ever 
Of rock, a few kilometers across! 


Earth became hotter and hotter, to cross 

Even five thousand kelvin, about four 

Thousand five hundred million years before; 

That's within a few hundred million years 

Of Earth's formation; in fierce encounters 
Mechanical energy was transformed 

Into heat; while Planetesimals crammed 

The embryo planet got heated up; 

Impact that formed them would have had raised up 
Heat enough to melt most of the Earth's core. 


Matter denser like iron sank, and Earth's core 
A third of its mass, thus formed; there after 
Only little mixing between core matter 

And mantle; thus laying the foundation 

For layered structural upgradation! 


Four point two ten raised to nine years ago 

Earth began to cool; gained Moon, couldn't forgo. 
Earth, by fractional crystallization, 

On fluid mantle beneath, flotation 

Of continental crust materializes. 


On Earth's surface there lies, plates of sizes 
Different, now numbering nine, playing 
All tricks and for position jockeying! 


And Plate Tectonics constantly form and 
Re-form the ocean crust and work behind 
The constant recycling of surface rocks 
That characterizes today, Earth's frocks.

Learning typing BHARATHI script is very easy! Unlike other scripts BHARATHI 
script follows the continuity of the letters on the keyboard. Anyone who learnt 
typing, attending an institute or with the help of a self-instructor book, know a 
sdf gh....... is the continuity adopted. BHARATHI follows the same continuity as 
far as possible. 

‘a’ gives the BODY @ of all Vowels. To make it the first Vowel A, press the key’‘s’ 
that immediately follows, making it ‘as’ @. To get the next letter AA type ‘a’ 
and zero ‘a0’ ef. This continuity process continues for all the selected digits. 
Then slight changes. See-=df P ZX. With ‘f’ + the Vowels finished, the 
Consonants start at ‘g’ that gives the first Consonant latter KA %. With ‘I’ 2 the 
first group finishes the alphabets on that row. So, starts the next consonant 
letter CA at ‘q’ % and continues till it reaches ‘p’ 4 with which the alphabets on 
that row ends. Therefore, the next Consonant letter TA starts at ‘z’ and 
continues till ‘m’ PHA # and stops as all the alphabets on that row, without 
shifting the key finishes. So we go to the shifted keyboard. 

BA starts at ‘A’ & and continues till ‘L’ @. Then starts at ‘Q’ » and continues the 
row till it reaches ‘O’ & when the consonants end. The green letters show 
UNICIDE names. 

Without shift, the digits on the keyboard give digits in BHARATHI too. 
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For key particulars of punctuation marks and other symbols see the chart for 
that. Many give the same in BHARATHI also. The system fallowed is 
DEVANAGARI phonetic system. 

Once the trick ferreted out, the learner turns mistress or master of BHARATHI 
script!
